Leaving the For­ 
bidden City by the high West Gate 
we continue our rickshaw tour. 
It takes us through the American 
Embassy grounds. 
The Embassy

While we were seeing the For­ 
bidden City the other group of

On 
their way back from the Temple 
of Heaven they saw a great crowd 
assembled at one of the numerous 
walls. 
Upon making inquiry, they 
learned that an 
execution 
was 


about to fake place 
there, 
and 
many of the group waited for it. 
A crowd of about 5,000 had as­ 
sembled and more were coming, 
but the officers held them 
b ick 
from the wall to give 
an 
open 
view. 
Pretty soon n truck drove 
up with six manacled men in it. 
The men were ordered out of the 
truck, and armed men took them 
in charge. 
The prisoner:* were led 
over to a place near the wall, and 
were requred to kneel, facing the 
wall. 
A man with pistol in hand 
stood behind each prisoner, and at 
a given signal each officer shot his 
prisoner in the back of the head. 
All six men fell forward simultan­ 
eously. 
Then three hand trucks, 
each containing two wooden boxes 
were brought up. The boxes were 
unloaded, and the executed men 
were placed in them nnd hauled 
away for burial. The whole thing 
was carried out with precision and 
In quick time. 
These men were convicted 
of 
bootlegging. 
They had 
unlaw­ 
fully sold opium. 
China is much 
harder on her 
bootleggers 
than 
the United States. 
The second afternoon is devoted 
to the Temple of Heaven. Altar of 
Heaven, Lama Temple. Temple of 
Confucius, Hall of 
Classics 
and 
Bell Towers. 
As usual, American 
cars are furnished for the drive. 
The Temple and Altar of Heaven 
are located on the extreme south 
side of the Outer City or Chinese 
City. 
On the way to them 
we 
inspect the place where the 
six 
poor bootleggers 
were 
executed 
in the forenoon. 
We have seen many temples on 
this voyage, but cruise members 
' oted the Temple of Heaven the 
most 
impressive 
of 
all. 
The 
Chinese have protecting walls for 
everything. 
These temples are surrounded 
by a wall about three miles 
in 
length. 
The enclosure with 
the 
exception of the temple structure 
is covered with 
scrub 
cypress 
trees which arc not very impres­ 
sive. 
The Temple 
and 
the 
Altar, 
which are 
separated 
by 
about 
1.500 feet are architectural won­ 
ders. 
One impressive feature of 
the Temple is its bright and beau­ 
tiful colors, after five centuries. 
A stone platform, about 150 feet 
wide runs the full 
distance 
of 
1.500 feet from the one structure 
to the other. Three parallel walks 
run from the one to the other. The 
inside walk which 
has 
carved 
dragons upon it is for the 
Em­ 
peror. 
The outside walks are for 
♦ he rest of the people. 
This stone 
platform is about 20 
feet 
high, 
where we first touch it. 
To reach 
the top we walk up a stone ramp. 
The Temple is circular in form. 
To reach its base we climb three

beautifully carved marble terraces, 
much like the Throne Room in the 
Forbidden City. 
The inner court 
is paved with large key-stoncs, 
all converging at to* center. The 
dome is trimmed 
in 
blue 
and 
gold. 
There is not an idol of any 
kind in or about these beautiful 
sti uctures. 
Both the Temple and Altar 
of 
H* nvcn are said to be monuments 
t*> China’s prehistoric monotheistic 
faith which is generally believed 
by scholars to have preceded all 
others. 
It 
antedates 
Buddhism, 
Taoism and Confusianism. Liter­ 
ature distributed to visitors con­ 
tains this sentiment: "It has 
al­ 
ways been distinctly an Imperial 
shrine, the place appointed for the 
Emperor’s intercession with 
the 
one Great Ruler and Grand Fath­ 
er of all the countless gods, dem­ 
on 
and ghosts that have a place 
in the Chinese pantheon, on be­ 
half of his children the citizens of 
China, and as such it is the epi­ 
tome of all that is best and most 
beautiful in Chinese architecture.” 
The Emperor used to conic here 
alone, on the Chinese New Year’s 
day, which is about the twentieth 
of February, to pray to the God 
of all gods for the welfare of the 
nation. 
Formerly this Temple nnd Altar 
were absolutely closed to foreign­ 
ers. 
And they were opened first 
to an American. 
When General 
Grant came here in 
1879 
these 
sacred 
grounds 
were 
officially 
thrown open to him. The Chinese 
regarded this as the greatest honor 
that they could confer upon any 
person. 
The Altar of Heaven 
also 
is 
circular and 
built 
of 
beautiful 
white marble, wonderfully carved 
nnd arranged in multiples of nine.
